On Sunda}^ Richard M. Daley surpassed his 
father’s record of 7,916 days in office, be- 
coming the city’s longest-serving mayor. Not 
many remember enough to compare the two. 

Jack Schaller, proprietor of Schaller’s Pump 
in Bridgeport, does. 

“Richie, he doesn’t come around like his fa- 
ther did,” said Schaller, 86, using the diminu- 
tive by which many Chicagoans differentiate 
the Daleys. 

Worse, Richie Daley forsook Bridgeport’s 
bungalows for a glitzy Near South Side ad- 
dress, a defection Schaller ascribes to the 
mayor’s wife, Maggie, being from the “East.” 
As Schaller pronounces the word, it’s not so 
much a compass point as a reference to the 
strange world beyond Wentworth Avenue. 

Others, of course, find breadth of vision to 
be one of the second Mayor Daley’s strengths. 


“He travels all over, bringing the best of what 
he finds back to Chicago,” said Larry Bennett, 
a DePaul University political scientist. 

Indeed, it’s hard to imagine Richard J. 
Daley traveling to Paris and importing ideas 
like bike-sharing and fancy transit stations to 
Chicago, ^t it was the parochial first Mayor 
Daley who was a kingmaker of national Dem- 
ocratic politics. 

When John F. Kennedy considered run- 
ning for president, his father, Joe, first sought 
Daley’s blessing. Robert Kennedy similarly 
bore witness to Daley’s power during his 
brief presidential campaign: “Daley is the ball 
game,” he told reporters. 

Boosters and critics agree that the Daleys 
have one thing in common. 

“They were most similar in their love for 
the city,” said James Grossman, executive di- 
rector of the American Historical Association 


and a scholar of Chicago. “They wanted noth- 
ing other than to be mayor of Chicago.” 

While he considers neither Daley to be 
personally dishonest, Grossman said both 
were unwilling to recognize corruption 
around them. 

During the first Daley’s administration, 
reformers filed a lawsuit against patronage 
— long the foundation of Chicago politics — 
that eventually forced the city to accept fed- 
eral monitoring of its hiring procedures. 

The second Daley’s administration was 
scarred by the Hired Truck scandal, a federal 
investigation that uncovered bribery, ghost 
companies and bogus invoices. 

Yet no matter how many cronies of either 
Daley went to prison, neither ever had much 
of a problem getting re-elected, amassing so 
much power that opposition seemed almost 
futile.

IN THE MORNING CAN MAKE YOU FEEL SLEEP-DEPRIVED

Terrance Lee barely sees daylight. 

During his surgery rotation, the third year Chicago 
med student would wake up at 4:30 a.m. before the 
sun rose and stay at the hospital until long after it went 
down. But his day didn’t end there. He had to study be- 
fore going to bed at 10:30 p.m.— and wake up six hours 
later to do it all over again. 

“It’s depressing sometimes to wake up and it’s still 
dark, and when you’re leaving the hospital it’s dark 
again,” said Lee, 24, who lives in Streeterville. “Often 
times, you don’t really get to see sunlight at all— maybe 
if you peer at it through the patients’ windows.” 

Lee is now a master at functioning on about six hours 
of sleep, two hours less than the recommended amount 
but just enough for him to stay on his game at the hos- 
pital. 

Count him among the bleary-eyed masses. Com- 
mon wisdom tells us the average adult should get about 
eight hours of sleep a night, but in the hustle of daily 
life, shuteye can be the first thing to go. Chicagoans 
entering hibernation mode this winter might feel even 
more like they’re not getting enough sleep as those long 
winter nights make it harder and harder to get up in the 
morning. According to experts, sleep deprivation can 
affect a person’s immune system, hurting the ability to 
fight off infections. Lack of sleep also can increase the 
risk of accidents because of impaired coordination or 
inattention. 

“The shorter daylight hours [in the winter] for many 
people will make it harder to wake up in the morning 
because we’re used to getting that strong cue from 


bright lights and sunlight in our bedroom to help ease 
the transition of waking up,” said James Wyatt, director 
of the Sleep Disorders Service and Research Center at 
Rush University Medical Center. 

Lots of Americans aren’t getting a good night’s sleep. 
As many as 70 million in the US. may be affected by 
chronic sleep loss or sleep disorders, according to the 
National Institutes of Health. 

Though there’s no easy solution for sleep depriva- 
tion, napping can help. 

The so-called power nap, which lasts 15 to 20 min- 
utes, can provide a restorative benefit of up to three 
hours, Wyatt said. And longer naps, like three-hour 
ones on the weekend, can supplement nighttime sleep, 
but beware of the sleep hangover, he said. The brain has 
a hard time switching gears from being in a deep sleep 
to being awake, and a person may feel tired after the 
nap, he said. After such a long nap, it can take up to an 
hour to become fully alert, he said. 

Before Lee started studying after his hospital rota- 
tion, he took a 20-minute nap. “Most of the time, it 
definitely hit the spot. I wake up feeling a lot more re- 
freshed and able to study the rest of the night,” he said. 

What about sleeping more? Well, people do try. 
About 54 percent of adults surveyed in a 2007 National 
Sleep Foundation report said they make up for sleep 
loss by getting more sleep on the weekends, and 37 per- 
cent said they take naps. 

For Lee, sacrificing sleep for med school was worth it, 
despite moments of extreme tiredness. 

‘At the end of the day ... [to] be in the position where 
you can make a difference ... it’s pretty rewarding,” Lee 
said.

Should you sleep 
In If you can, or let 
your alarm wake 
you? 

□ Get as much sleep as 
you can whenever you 
can. But if sleeping in on the 
weekend, beware of having a 
hard time going to sleep on 
Sunday night. It’s best to keep 
the wake-up time as 
consistent as possible. 
Otherwise, the body’s 
24-hour biological clock will 
drift later during the 
weekend, which contributes 
to Sunday-night insomnia. 
Going to sleep earlier is a 
better way to make up lost 
sleep. 


Are Items like 
sleeping masks, ear 
plugs and sound 
machines effective 
gadgets, or just 
gimmicks? 

□ It depends on the 

person. If outside lights 
and sounds disrupt your 
sleep, then using such 
products to reduce light and 
sound might help you get a 
better night’s sleep. They are 
big business-sleeping aids 
including pills, noise 
machines, aromatherapy and 
more are a $23.7 billion a year 
industry in the U.S. 


What foods help you 
stay awake or wake 
you up? 

□ To stay up, try an 

energizing snack during 
the day that is a combo of 
fruits or vegetables and 
protein. Produce provides 
immediate energy and 
hydration, and protein 
extends the energy level with 
the prolonged release of 
calories. Think apples and 
almonds, or string cheese 
and a pear. Stay away from 
classic sugary energy 
zappers like candy bars, 
cookies and pop, which are 
good only for a short-term 
energy boost. 


Should you exercise 
before going to bed? 

□ Research suggests 
exercise in general is 
good for sleep health. But 
working out too close to bed 
time can cause some people 
to have trouble falling asleep 
because their bodies are 
revved up. If exercising at 
night, finish the workout at 
least two hours before going 
to sleep because it can take 
some time for your body to 
calm down to a relaxed state. 
Other individuals might not 
have an issue.

□ Alcohol might help you 
fall asleep because it’s a 
depressant, but it will disrupt 
your sleep for the rest of the 
night. As the alcohol Is 
cleared from your blood 
stream and brain, your body 
becomes more alert. Also, 
alcohol is a diuretic so that 
means more bathroom trips 
at night.

Wacker tracker 


North-south 
rehab to kick 
off next week

People who drive, walk, ride a bus or pedal a bicycle 
in downtown Chicago might want to mark Decem- 
ber 2012 on their calendar as the completion date 
for the next Wacker Drive reconstruction project. 

But before you do that, make a big red circle 
around Jan. 3, and maybe add a few exclamation 
points or scribble an unhappy face. 

Picking up where the last Wacker project left off 
eight years ago, demolition will begin in one week, 
weather permitting, to rebuild the 55-year-old sec- 
tion of Upper and Lower Wacker from Randolph 
to Monroe streets, according to the Chicago De- 
partment of Transportation. 

Moving from north to south, the work will be 
followed by reconstruction of the section from 
Monroe to Van Buren Street starting in January 
2012 through December of that year. 

The work starting next week will close Wacker 
between Lake and Madison streets, including the 


intersections of Wacker and Randolph, and Wack- 
er and Washington Street. 

Franklin Street will be converted to a two-way 
street, and northbound and southbound Wacker 
traffic will be detoured to Franklin, the city trans- 
portation agency said. 

There will be much to celebrate when the proj- 
ect, estimated to cost $300 million, is done two 
years from now The double-merge from Lower 
Wacker and the Franklin Street ramp onto west- 
bound Congress Parkway will be history It will be 
replaced by a single-merge lane from Lower Wack- 
er that provides a longer distance for drivers to find 
an opening in traffic, officials said. 

Drivers also likely wiU appreciate the new left- 
turn lane for northbound Upper Wacker traffic 
at Randolph. A new ramp from Upper to Lower 
Wacker at Monroe will also be added, eliminating 
the nerve-wracking approach that existed under the 
original 1950s Wacker design and replacing it with 


space for drivers to merge more gently into traffic. 

Mayor Dale/s fondness of street furniture also 
will be prominent in the overhaul. Landscaped 
medians, sidewalk planters and decorative light fix- 
tures will be installed on Upper Wacker, in keeping 
with the boulevard’s ornamentation. 

On the lower level, the new vertical clearance 
will be increased by more than a foot to prevent 
trucks from getting wedged into the ceiling, trans- 
portation officials said. In addition, the service 
drive used by trucks to make deliveries to high- 
rise buildings will be separated from regular traffic 
lanes. 

But first, the pain. The closing of part of Wacker 
will mean that 60,000 vehicles that use Upper and 
Lower Wacker each day will be detoured, officials 
said. Starting Jan. 3, there will be street closings, 
traffic detours and reroutings of 13 CTA bus lines 
that usually operate along Wacker, Randolph and 
Washington.

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Booth relatives seeking 
truth about Lincoin kiiler 


PHILADELPHIA In life, Edwin and 
John Wilkes Booth were brothers, 
ambitious actors and bitter rivals. They 
ruthlessly competed for the limelight on 
stages in Philadelphia and across the na- 
tion. 

Edwin became one of America’s great- 
est Shakespearean actors, while John Wil- 
kes achieved infamy in another role— as 
the assassin of Abraham Lincoln, at Lord’s 
Theater in Washington. 

Now, for the first time. Booth descen- 


dants have agreed to exhume Edwin’s body 
adding drama to the family’s story and de- 
lighting historians who have speculated 
that John Wilkes escaped capture 145 years 
ago. 

By using DNA comparisons between 
the brothers, relatives hope to learn in the 
coming months whether the lore of John 
Wilkes Booth’s flight is true. 

Is Lincoln’s assassin in an unmarked 
grave at Green Mount Cemetery in Balti- 
more, as history records? Or did he elude 


justice, as descendants have been told for 
generations, to live 38 more years? 

“I’m absolutely in favor of exhuming 
Edwin,” said Joanne Hulme, 60, a resident 
of Philadelphia’s Kensington section who 
is the historian in the Booth family “Let’s 
have the truth and put this thing to rest.” 

“John Wilkes Booth is probably loving 
this,” said Lois Trebisacci, 60, of West- 
erly, R.I., whose grandfather was Edwin 
Booth’s grandson. “Just being an actor. I’m 
sure he loves the controversy”

Dayton St. 773-244-1234), an Old Town tavern 
now pouring Ketel One vodka and Bushmills 
Black Bush whiskey from its taps. While you’re 
there, say hi to Megan Qualley, Metromix’s 2010 
Best Bartender. 

RIP: Smoke Shack 

Lincoln Park lost a bit of spice when this late- 
night barbecue joint closed this summer.
